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Amberley Castle is a mass of ivy-grown ruins, the relics 
of a one-time stronghold, 280 feet long by 150 feet wide, 
with towers at each angle. The building dates from 1379, 
when the manor house of the Bishops of Chichester was 
fortified by Bishop Rede. The gateway is in a fair state 
of preservation. 
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
